Mr. D.uiiils, of Ohio, to'ik tlie platforni, 
his rc inarka oxcilini,' ut, cnlhuaiasin, but 
ll\u chair waa unable to >;cl order, for tlic 
crowd of Neiv York people were crying oul 
to (iov. I'^lower, liiiHU.-(if)v. Slioelian, and 
othcra of the N'ew Vork delegation,^ to 
H.eoond the non,ination, but the New York 
delegation eat silent.

Stevenson, of Illinois, by Worlhington, of 
Illinois: Allen li. Morse of Michigan, by 
Uhl, of Michigan; and John T. Mitchell, ot 
Wisconsin, by General Bragg, of Wiscon- 
sin. The candidates were seconded 
many instances by the State delegates 
merely announcing their choice without 
speech. 

The ballot resulted : Gray, ■11.'! ; Steven- 
son, 403; rest scattered. Iowa withdrew 
her 26 votes for Watterson and cast them 
for Stevenson. Cole, of Ohio, then moved 
that Stevenson's nomination be maiie unani- 
mous. Tho motion was carried ainid 
cheers, and the convention adjourned sine 
die.

They were cared for and sent to 
Yokoluuiia, and the U. S. consul had them 
take pasaago on the China. The names of 
the II. en are Wm.

The men experienced consider- 
al)le hardship and had very little food loft 
when shore was reached.

Tho Standard left Victoria on her ill- 
starred trip hist 'Ihur&dav, June 17th, her 
orders being to coal at Nanaiino and then 
proceed to tho Standard Cannity on tho 
.Skeena, to enter on her usual sum- 
iner work. She went to Nanaimo, 
loaded 18^ tons of coal — a ratlior 
heavy load tor her — and cleared thenco for 
the Skeena tho following inurniug. The 
foa which proved her destruction must have 
been a tremendous one, and the accompany- 
ing gale tho growth ot a few hours. There 
is, of course, a possibility that others of the 
crew besides Kngineor Murray have reached 
shore alive, but the probability is very 
small. The Indians are numerous and 
friendly in tho neighborhood, and it is. in 
the direct path of the Northern 
steamers. For this reason Capt. H. G. 
Lewis, agent of marine, does not onnsidcr 
that it win be necessary to despatch help 
from this city to tho scene of the disaster.

Tho uUernoon wore awuy, and at 5 
o'clock the appended telegram from the 
speoisl correspondent ot tho Colonist at 
Vancouver gave the first definite informa- 
tion received, and destroyed tho hopes of 
those who, having friends aboard the

LcsDON, June 23.— Mr. Gladstone sent . 
out to day his election manifesto in the 
form of an address to tho electors of Mid- 
lothian. It is undoubtedly the ablest politi- 
cal paper that has come from "the grand 
old i man's" hands In many years. In it he 
discusses at some length, tbe Irish question, 
touches upon tho minor issues of the cam- 
paign, and closes with a pathetic allusion to 
tho probability that before the opening of 
another campaign ho will bo in 
his grave. Ireland was, he says, 
never .so loyal to tho crown, never 
BO closely attached to Great Britain 
never so united in herself ns in the years 
following 17S2, when she enjoyed self-gov- 
ernment, and until discord was stalled 
alter 1795 by the wicked ninchinations of 
her English enemies. For a generation 
after the union, Ireland had slept tho sleep 
of physical misery and political servitude. 
The reform victories oM829 and 1832 had 
given her conscipiisness and voice. There- , 
utter her heavy grievances and her battling 
inspirations. ' formedr the great standing 
burden of the British Parliament 
nnd had been tho principal impediment of 
ita work. In tho bye-elections it hud been 
shown, In recent years, that the people ot 
Great Britain recognized the irresistible 
claim which Ireland made upon their sense 
of justice. Ireland was calm and peaceful, 
to-day, because she relied upon the British 
electorate to relieve her of her sufferings 
and burdens. This patience under wrongs 
was a bappy omen. 

Reciprocal airection undoubtedly would 
follow the frank concession of self-goveru- 
ment to the ulllicted country. Home Rule, 
aheltered by Imperial supremacy, should bo 
granted aud enjoined, and Ireland would 
then bo at lasting peace. Calm reasoning 
would soon bring Ulster back to ita seiiaca, 
and lo brotherhood with tho rest of Ireland 
— to the brotherhood which existed before 
the Union. Mr. GladHlone then eriliciscB 
recent l'2nglish legislation and atteiupta 
at legialation on the part _ of 
tho Government, incidentally deacrihing 
Liberal Unionists as "dissenliented ex- 
Liborids." He admits the importance of 
tho Labor question, and approves of relorins 
in electoral registration as well as the pay- 
ment ot members of the House of Coinniona, 
so that labor members may huvo the means 
of supporting themselves and their families. 
The munifesto closes with these words : "In 
the COth year of my public life I necessarily 
feel that this is the last general elec- 
tion at which I can expect to solicit 
your Bufifrages. Only a small special 
share can belong to ho In the. work which I 
have sketched. I am sincerely grateful for 
your past confidence, and I humbly trust 
that 1 have done nothing to forfeit it. Even 
now, closely circumscribed as is the space 
before me, I triiet Isholl still be permitted, 
through tho Almighty's bonnty,.to render, 
for a while, to you my imperfect 'hot, de- 
voted services."

My own ob- 
servatl .ni, cx' ending; ovrv a iieriod of iiearlv 
3< yoirs. lead n-.e to the o .ini( n lhat tho 
habits of S'llni n of the I'acille coast aro not 
iilentical w ill! thoaconlhu .Mlu.lic L.ide, in 
this rospf!ctal least, and that few. if any, ko 
back to tho sea. However, if is adniii ti cl by 
all authorities lhat i.oun;les.s nuinbers die in 
tho upper stroama, and it is not cla.med that 
tlio presence of so much decaying matter in 
the water has an injurious eiruct on tho health 
of tho inhabitants.

THE QUADRA. IN DOCK. 

Her, Own Engines the Power Uscil to 
Brinff Hor Down from 
Eose Harbor. 



Tiie Damage Somewhat Greater Tlmii 
at Fii'8t . Supposed— No Esti- 
' mate Yot Made.;;^^^ 

Eaquimalfc dry dock' was the centre of in- 
terest last night. The attraction was the 
Government steimor Quadra, which, wreck- 
ed over four weeks ago in Rose harbor, has 
now been safely raised and brought to the 
Royal Naval yard for repairs. 

The Quadra, iu charge of Capt. Oiuidin, 
arrived at Esquimalt shortly after 6 o'clock 
last night. She was using hor own steam 
and towing the wrecker Mascolte, which 
had gone up with relief. At first few people 
thought tho steamer coming iu was the 
Quadra, an iiloa iircvailing that the San 
Pedro hat! i\l last (men raised and was being 
shoved into Ksiiuimalt harbor, lint it was 
the t^Uiadra just llie same, and very soon 
lifter slie came in si^^lit tho j;i'eat gaits of the 
dry dock were swung back ami slie was 
safely tied up wl.ete she could sink without 
danger. 

(.'apt. (laudiii was soon on shore. He 
looks .suuliurned and exhausted and gener- 
ally played out, as, indeed, do most of 
the oliieera and crew, but he is nevertholeas 
mueh iiiiiro coiii[ilacciil and salislied tbim 
he h.ia Imen fur a long time. To a CoLOKIST 
reporter he told hrielly the story of how 
the wreck had l)een rai.~ed. 

"Wt; left here with the wrecker Mas- 
cot to," .said be, "uii Friday, May '27, aud 
after a run of ■! days, IS hours, arrived at 
Rose Harbor. That was Tuesday, June 1, 
in the afternoon, ami when wo got there 
tho neap tides were ao had we could not do 
anything with tho boat, so wo went on 
chore and arranged the proliminariea. At 
that time the Quadra was completely under 
water, only ber masts and smoke stack 
slinwiuK. When all the gear was ip shape 
and the tides had gone down a little, we 
went to work, first pumping out the engine 
room and the after bold. There was at 
this time some IS feet of water on the deck, 
and when we pumped out the engine room, 
the after part of the steamer came up first. 
Sho was then lying at an anglo of about 46 
degrees, ami on account of the weight 
of coal in the fore bold, we 
bad great diliiruliy in gelling at tho 
damaged p.irt so as to make lepaii s. How- 
ever, after iinioh dilliculty, we transferred 
the coal to the Maacotte, and then, with 
improvised ponlooiia on one aide and the 
Mascottc on tho otiier, we lifted the (^'iiadra 
little by little, pulling her towards the 
shore, until tiuully wc had her beached,' and 
were uule to pump her ont and patch up the 
heles. We put a false bottom in the in- 
side, and on the outside put a sling made of 
canvas, blankets, while lead, and cveiy- 
Ihing else that could bo used, so that wo 
stopped up the boles, and were then able 
to lloat her and get tho engines working. 
All the way down we had to keep a pump 
going, but the ciuantity of water taken in 
was not very large." 

"As to tho damage," continued the cap- 
tain, , "it ia somewhat greater than wo at 
first supposed. The injury is to the keel, 
which ia simply twisted and shoved up; but 
I don't think it ia broken. The length of 
the hole ia about 20 feet, and ia jnst 
one plato ofT on cash side of tho 
iron keel itself. It is impossible at present 
to give any estimate of what it will coat to 
make the repairs. I don't think there is 
any general strain to the ship, and she can 
bn repaired us good as she ever was, but of 
course it will cost money." 

The dry dock will be pumped out at once 
and a survey made to see what the extentof 
the damage is. , The Quadra will require to 
be in the hands of miichinisls and painters 
for probably three weeks. Her appearance 
DOW is anythinc but prepofsossing, but the 
rust once covered up with paint and the 
woodwork cleaned up, she will look as well 
as when slit: stoaiued out for the North on 
her aun;mor cruise.

Tliose Who Went Out to See it Were 
Doomed to Biftier Dis-t 
appointment.

Day, Some Day." 



Diillaa Road and the beach, along from 
the Outer wharf to liuacoii Hill Park, were 
well strewn with dissipated iileasnre, 
yesterday afternoon. Tho mild sea breeze 
blew vainly ia the faces of tho spectators 
and fanned their curling lips into a fire that 
was warm — ro, that won't do.

Tho 
steamer wonliln't raise, for at the last 
moment it was disciivercd that tliero was 
something wanting to complete the ta.sU. 

However, no one was ver.v mueli disaji- 
poiuled, except perhaps CI.ipl. Whitelaw. 
The great public has grown weary of tho 
aimoiineemeiit , "tlie San Pedro will be I'ais- 
ed to-day," or "to-morrow," or "early ne.\t 
week" No one (li..'piiteH the abilily of llie 
genial captain from San FranciHco to do the 
work, aiiil few h ivo any iloiilits that it will 
limilly 1)0 accoiiiplished, but it will lie over 
so much more satisfaetory to see il announij- 
fld, "the S.in Pedro lias lieen raised." N'>t- 
withstuodiug all this, liowever, arid the 
(lunger lest an indignant community should 
arise in its might and smite him, the Coi.- 
o.>i.st's marine reporter begs to say that it 
is hoped, expecled, and eonfidcnily antici- 
pated, that the wreckeil steamer will be 
lifted to-ilay, or to-morrow, or 
next week. Verily hope deferred inaketli 
the heart sick, and no wonder that the man 
who sat on the hot sand all day waiting for 
tho raise was disappointed when ho didn't 
get it, • 

There ia one fact about - this wrecking 
business that a great and genejrous public 
does uols always hour in mind. Tho •'wrc(!l[- 
ers " ore no stock company or travelling 
playwrights. They don't act for the plau- 
dits of the gods and,tbe gallery and. the pit. 
Their money is not taken in at the door 
from tho pockets of the audience, and so, if 
the abow cjoesii't come oil" at the advertistd 
time, no one can hunt up the manager and 
roast him tuosessfully for fooling the public. 



But just the namo, when the climax is 
reached and the curtain drop^ with the San 
Pedro lying up on tho beaoKj^thore will bo 
a wild, long protracted shriek of joy from 
the crovrd, who will then express their ap- 
preciation of the work done, and the fun it 
has given them to look on and see tho pumpa 
going-

busy getting ground into shape for a 
smeltittg plant. Moat of the machinery ia 
already on tho ground, and it is only a 
question of a very short time when the 
plant will bo ready for work. Amongst 
those moat heavily interested in lliis country 
are F. Farrell, of tho Carrot Copper Com- 
pany, of Montana, A. B. Hendry.x, of New 
Haven, Conn,, aiullA. \V. Janks, who repre- 
sents tho Chicago and Aurora smelting 
works. These gentlemen who are the prime 
movers in the amolter business, say that 
there is every reason to hope that the plant 
will be in full blast by tho firat of October. 
Arrangeinenta are being made to put the 
towneite on tho market at uu early day. A 
laige three atory hotel is amongst the latest 
improvements of tho company. This will 
soon be followed by a summer resort to be 
built by a company of Vancouver men who 
luivo acquired interests in the locality- 
Mining matters are reported to be in good 
conditioD, as many striken of ({uite rich ore 
have been made during the seuson.
